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of which before we were either Ignorant, or infomejdbabt; 
For Example, He hatfi informed us that the Dumb Cane fo 
calie^, which being tatted^ inflames die Tongue and JaWs 
in that manner, that for a while it takes away the ale of 
Speech* is riot properly any Specks of Reed or Cane, but of 
Arum or Wake-Robin ; which quality indeed agrees very 
well to the Nature of an Arum, w}iich is very Acrimonious M 
but not to any fort of Cane. That Logwood is not (as we 
ceftje&uredj the Ligno Brkffiimofimle, Jeu Lignum Sapw, la- 
nis)tingmdis percommodum of Cafpar Bauhine, tut LignumCamr 
pechianum, (o called from Campccbe, a Province of the Con- 
tinent of Amerka, where they Fell Yearly grear Store of 
thele Trees,, and bring them to Jamaica and our other Plan* 
tations^ to be Tranfported hither for the ufe> of Piers. That 
the DiQoertree is the fame with the Cereus or Torch-Plant. 
Gaterum Dildoe nonnullis Triapwn fiffitium Jtgnificat , quo effra* 
nis lafciva mulkrcula abuti folent ad nefaria quoddam libtdinis 
genus feu coitum umbratilem exenendum. I might add to thefe 
the Toddy-Tree, the Prickly-pear, the Sower-Sop r Bonaviftt, and 
many Others whofe Significations may be found in this Ca- 
talogue. 

Beficjes, W&are affured'by this Work, that there are (bme 
Plants common not only to \Eurepe and America, bur even tp 
England and Jamaica, ftOtwithftanding the great diftance of 
Place, and d inference, both of Longitude and Climate. But 
here it is to be noted, that the greatefl part of thefecommon 
Plants, are foch as grow in the Water, or Watery.places ; 
there; being, it feems, a greater agreement between the tern* 
per of the Watery then of the Air in thefe remotely diftant 
Countries.
